
Good Samaritans are 
hit with parking fine 


Couple took blind man on shopping trip 
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A COUPLE from Wicken 
were left “devastated” after 
they received a hefty park¬ 
ing fine following a shop at 
supermarket chain Aldi. 

Carole Atkinson, 60, and 
her husband Stuart, 72, re¬ 
ceived a £70 fine in the post 
after she took her neigh¬ 
bour, Sonia Osborne, 46, 
and her 70-year-old father, 
to the store in Ely on Friday, 
November 18. 

The couple regularly run 
errands for Sonia, who was 
recently widowed and can’t 
drive, and her registered 
blind and disabled father 
Douglas. 

They received the no¬ 
tice, which included time 
stamped images of the ve¬ 
hicle entering and leaving 
the car park from operator

Parking Eye, after staying 
one hour and 38 minutes - 
eight minutes longer than 
allowed. 

Stuart said the shop re¬ 
ceipt was issued at 12.50pm, 
which showed his wife and 
her friends were penalised 
for taking 10 minutes to 
pack up and get into the car. 

He said: “I am absolutely 
furious. When you go to Aldi 
you pay your bill but you 
can’t load your shopping 
up immediately, it takes five 
minutes and then to get to 
the car and out is quite hard 
to do if you have a disabled 
gentleman with a white 
stick.” 

Sonia said: “It was quite 
unbelievable really. My 
neighbour who is really 


good to us, takes me and my 
disabled dad shopping, so 
obviously it takes us longer. 
You can imagine how upset¬ 
ting it is for disabled people 
who end up paying because 
they get themselves in a 
lather. 

“We spent quite a lot of 
money in there between the 
three of us. My dad was try¬ 
ing to find his receipt as well 
because he felt guilty.” 

After speaking to custom¬ 
er services the couple were 
told to send all the details 
of the receipt and ticket to 
Aldi’s parking enforcement 
department. 

A spokesman for Aldi, 
which has the motto ‘Spend 
a little, live a lot,’ said: “This 
charge was issued automati¬ 
cally by our car park’s opera¬ 
tor and was immediately 
cancelled when we were 
made aware of the circum¬ 
stances.”

Survey to help 
crossing plans 


TRAFFIC surveys are set to 
start in Ely as part of a rail 
improvements investiga¬ 
tion. 

The surveys will begin on 
the Queen Adelaide level 
crossing to help investiga¬ 
tions into rail improvements 
in East Cambridgeshire. 

In partnership with Net¬ 
work Rail, Cambridgeshire 
County Council is carrying 
out the traffic study at three 
level crossings on the road 
from Ely to Prickwillow. 

It will look into the num¬ 
ber of people and types of 
vehicles using the crossings 
and what routes people are 
taking on their daily com¬ 
mutes. 

The council said the work 
will help the rail company 
and its partners to improve 
the area’s rail capacity. 
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It is hoped the survey will 
help Network Rail to under¬ 
stand the flow of traffic in 
and out of the area and set 
a more efficient schedule for 
the crossings. 

People can expect to see 
traffic counter tubes on the 
road, cameras or people by 
the side of the road carry¬ 
ing out the surveys, but road 
users will not be stopped as 
part of the surveys. 

The news follows pro¬ 
posals by Network Rail in 
January to close 19 level 
crossings across East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Public consulations last 
June, showed that 60 per 
cent of people disagreed 


with proposals to close the 
Ely North Junction crossing. 

There were also concerns 
that access to the Fens Riv¬ 
ers Way would be made dif¬ 
ficult. 

A statement on Network 
Rail’s website says: “We 
held 13 public consultation 
events to showcase our pro¬ 
posals to close or change 
the use of around 130 level 
crossings across the Anglia 
region. 

“We believe it’s possi¬ 
ble to close level crossings, 
with private rights only, by 
diverting people to where 
a nearby alternative ex¬ 
ists and by providing a new 
public route to a nearby al¬ 
ternative.”

RESIDENTS in Wicken, Up- 
ware and Padney are taking 
part in a living advent cal¬ 
endar. 

The villagers are celebrat¬ 
ing the run-up to Christmas 
by taking turns to create fes¬ 
tive window displays. 

Organisers hope the pro¬ 
ject will help spread some 
Christmas cheer by creating 
a “giant advent calendar for 
everyone to enjoy”. 

Just like a real advent cal¬ 
endar, what is behind the 
window will remain a sur¬ 
prise until the day arrives. 

The dressed windows will 
then remain on view for 
others to enjoy until Christ¬ 
mas Day. 

The community calen¬ 
dar kicked off at number 11 
Wicken High Street on Sun¬ 
day, November 27, and runs 
until Christmas Eve. 

Each day a different resi¬ 
dent has been selected to 
decorate a window of their 
home, on a festive theme. 

Each household taking

road. 

The second advent win¬ 
dow was ‘opened’ by Wicken 
Methodist Church, on North 
Street, on Monday. 

The church’s large advent 
display has so far proved 
popular with members of its 
children’s club, who are us¬ 
ing the church to rehearse 
for a panto at the village hall 
on Sunday, December 4. 

Organiser, officer worker 
Sara Rains, 50, said she has 
been overwhelmed by the 
community’s enthusiasm 
for the project, and had to 
extend the date into No¬ 
vember so more people 
could take part. 

She said: “I saw another 
village had done it up north. 

“It’s the first time we have 
done it. I just thought it was 
a nice community event 
that everybody could join in 
with. 


“In the past people have 
done things individually, 
but we don’t have lights 
across the streets or any¬ 
thing. 

“I would definitely en¬ 
courage people to come and 
have a look.” 

If you want to make the 
most of the display, a full list 
of where to see the windows 
can be found on Wicken’s 
notice board. 

Living advent calendars 
have become increasingly 
popular in Cambridgeshire. 

Willingham is also hosting 
a calendar this year, with a 
theme of Christmas around 
the world, where residents 
guess which country each 
window represents. 

Haddenham and Aldreth 
have hosted similar events 
over the last two years, ex¬ 
tending it into a full scale 
winter fair event with rides 
and hotdogs.

Plan to develop 
rural care hubs 


PLANS are moving forward 
to develop the three threat¬ 
ened Minor Injuries Units 
into ‘rural hubs’. 

The news comes in a Sus¬ 
tainability and Transporta¬ 
tion Plan (STP) by the Cam¬ 
bridgeshire and Peterbough 
Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) last week. 

However, the report 
warned there was “political 
risk of delivery” of the new 
plans because of patient 
and public opposition. 

Threats to the reconfigu¬ 
ration of services also came 
from “local councillors in 
East Cambridgeshire who 
are opposed to changes to 
MIUs and community beds 
given that many of these are 
located there”. 

The group added the 
plans would require “po¬ 
litical cover” from national 
Government bodies to push 
through the proposals. 

The statement echoes a 
recent interview with the 
CCG’s chief officer Tracey 
Dowling who said: “I do 
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think that the public voice 
has influenced our thinking 
about the different options 
and possibilities. 

“It would have been nice 
to have been able to do that 
work without people having 
become so anxious.” 

The future of the Minor 
Injuries Units in Ely, Dod- 
dington and Wisbech has 
been in the balance since a 
leaked NHS report last year 
threatened the units with 
closure in order to make ef¬ 
ficiency savings. 

On Tuesday, a spokesper¬ 
son for the CCG clarified the 
confusion surrounding the 
future of the units: “As part 
of the STP submission, we 
have asked for funding to 
develop community hospi¬ 
tals in North Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Ely into modern 
healthcare facilities that 
bring together general prac¬ 


tice, diagnostic, minor inju¬ 
ry, and social care services, 
as a one-stop-shop for both 
planned and urgent health 
services. 

“Whilst no formal de¬ 
cisions have been made 
about the future of the Mi¬ 
nor Injury Units have been 
taken, we are now working 
with local stakeholders to 
develop the details behind a 
number of options, includ¬ 
ing the development of the 
three rural urgent primary 
care hubs which will focus 
initially on integrating local 
primary, MIU, and commu¬ 
nity services.” 

Phase one of the urgent 
care model will be imple¬ 
mented over the next year, 
with the opportunity for 
further public consultation.

Care home now ‘good’ 
after new inspection

A CARE home in Soham has been 
rated ‘good’ after inspectors high¬ 
lighted failings earlier this year. 

The Quality Care Commission 
(QCC) said in May Soham Lodge had 
breached legal requirements for the 
storage and administration of medi¬ 
cations. 

Inspectors noted the care home 
failed to meet standards in two of 
five areas, the safety of service and 
whether it was well led. 

The QCC wrote: “At our compre¬ 
hensive inspection of Soham Lodge 
on 23 and 24 May 2016, we found 
that not all staff were following the 
correct procedures when adminis¬ 
tering people’s medication.” 

But, following another inspection 
on November 4 the commission said 
the provider had made the necessary 
improvements. 

This included measures ensuring 
medication was stored correctly, ad¬ 
ministered by a registered nurse and 
medication trolleys were kept locked. 

The report continued: “Our ob¬ 
servations during this inspection 


showed that people were supported 
by the nurse to take their medication 
in an unhurried, kind and patient 
manner. 

“We were told that it was only the 
nursing staff that administered peo¬ 
ple’s medication and that they had 
received training to do this. Records 
we looked at confirmed this.” 

An inspector interviewed relatives 


of residents living there, as well as the 
registered manager Raminder Cho- 
han, head of care and a registered 
nurse, to ensure changes had been 
done. 

They also reviewed the provider’s 
new action plan and patient records, 
including medication administra¬ 
tion charts and protocols. 

Soham Lodge provides accommo¬ 


dation and care for up to 34 people, 
many of whom live with dementia or 
have additional support needs. 

Mrs Chohan was not available for 
comment.

Museum hopes 
to buy gold tore

ELY Museum is keen to ac¬ 
quire a 3,000-year-old gold 
artefact, unearthed by a 
metal detectorist. 

The gold tore is believed 
to be one of the best exam¬ 
ples of a Bronze Age relic 
found in England. 

Weighing 730 grams of 
almost pure gold, experts 
believe the unusually large 
tore was designed to be 
worn over winter clothing 
as a sash, or by a pregnant 
woman. 

It is believed the tore 
was uncovered on freshly 
ploughed land six miles 
from Ely. 

A similar tore found in 
the area in 1844 is housed 
at Cambridge University’s 
Archaeology Museum. 

So valuable is the treas¬ 
ure, the exact location of 
the find, which was uncov¬ 
ered last year, is being kept 
a secret to dissuade illegal 
night hawking. 

The jewellery is still being 
valued, but it is expected to 
reach a six figure sum.

As the tore is much more 
expensive, the museum is 
calling on people who care 
about local heritage to help 
raise funds to preserve it for 
future generations. 

Bronze Age artefacts are 
often found as stray finds, 
following the tradition 
of sacrificing objects by 
throwing them into boggy 
areas.

University ready to open new 



Countdown to tax 
return filing

As most start the traditional advent 
calendar countdown to Christmas this 
week, as an accountant, sadly, the 
countdown starts to the end of tax 
return season, with 2016 personal self- 
assessment tax returns due for filing by 
the end of January 2017.

County emergency 
plan chief retires

ELY fireman Alan Brown, 
who became the head of 
Cambridgeshire’s emergen¬ 
cy planning, has hung up his 
helmet for the last time. 

Mr Brown, 58, served 
nearly 30 years, but spent 
his last year focusing on 
emergency planning in con¬ 
junction with other blue 
light networks such as the 
police and ambulance ser¬ 
vices. 

Among the various large- 
scale emergency scenarios 
he looked at were plane and 
train crashes, as well what 
would happen in the event 
of an outbreak of pandemic 
hu or fuel shortages. 

He said having spent a 
year working on various 
scenarios, he is confident 
Cambridgeshire would cope 
in the event of a large-scale 
emergency. 

He added: “I am really 
pleased the service has been 
able to move emergency 
planning forward quite sig¬ 


nificantly in the last year. 

“If there was an emergen¬ 
cy, all the plans we would 
generally need are in place 
and as a community I would 
say we are in a significantly 
robust position.” 

Mr Brown didn’t join the 
fire service until the age 
of 29, having studied food 
technology at the start of his 
career. 

During his time with the 
fire service, he been station 
commander at Ely and a 
commander at the training 
centre in Huntingdon. 


He also worked as district 
commander at Peterbor¬ 
ough for 18 months, run¬ 
ning the fire stations and 
supporting crime reduction 
partnerships. 

Chief Fire Officer Chris 
Strickland presented Mr 
Brown with a figurine and 
described him as “one of the 
most hardworking people” 
he had worked with. 

Mr Brown’s retirement 
plans include playing the 
saxophone in the City of Ely 
Military Band and hying his 
mircolight plane.

A SHAMEFUL episode of bigotry 
during the post-war decline of 
the British Empire provides rich 
source material for Amma 
Asante's handsome and deeply 
moving love story. 

Anchored by impassioned perfor¬ 
mances, A United Kingdom dramatizes 
the true romance of a defiant African 
prince and a London salesman's daughter, 
which embroiled two continents in an 
ugly tug-of-war for supremacy. 

The central couple are kept apart for 
many years, including the birth of their 
first child, and scriptwriter Guy Hibbert 
captures the terrible injustice and anguish 
of this period of exile with aplomb. 

Hibbert also gifts leading man David 
Oyelowo several barn-storming speeches 
against apartheid and intolerance, 
including a pivotal meeting of tribal 
chiefs, where the prince tearfully tells the 
assembled throng, "I love my people, I 
love this land - but I love my wife” 

His unswerving belief that love con¬ 
quers all, at a time when the world still 
bears the scars of bitter conflict, galva¬ 
nizes every beautifully composed frame 
and plucks the (heart)strings of composer 
Patrick Doyle's lush orchestrations. 


A UNITED KINGDOM (12A) 

★★★★★ 

Cinematographer Sam McCurdy 
contrasts the industrial grey of London 
with the sun-baked golds, oranges and 
browns of southern Africa, a ravishing 
backdrop where poisonous emotions take 
root and produce bitter fruit. 

Seretse Khama (Oyelowo), heir 
apparent to the nation of Bechuanaland 
(now Botswana), is studying law in 1947 
London before returning home to lead his 
people. 

He has been prepared for this role by his 
proud uncle Tshekedi (Vusi Kunene) and 
a council which kowtows to the British. 

At a dance organised by the London 
Missionary Society, Seretse falls in love 
with typist Ruth Williams (Rosamund 
Pike), whose bigoted father George 
(Nicholas Lyndhurst) would never 
condone the flourishing romance. 

"Father will hate [Seretse] on sight,” 
observes Ruth's sister Muriel (Laura 
Carmichael). "He's cleverer than him... 
and he's black.” 

Paternal rage pales next to the indigna¬ 
tion of Alistair Canning (Jack Davenport), 


the British government's representative in 
southern Africa. 

"If you choose to marry the leader of an 
African nation, you will be responsible for 
the downfall of the British empire," he 
coldly informs Ruth. 

Unperturbed, the couple marries and 
Ruth accompanies Seretse to Bechuanal¬ 
and, where she faces hostility from uncle 
Tshekedi, aunt Ella (Abena Ayivor) and 
Seretse's sister Naledi (Terry Pheto). 

Meanwhile, the British - represented by 
snivelling district commissioner Rufus 
Lancaster (Tom Felton) - and the South 
African government use underhand 
tactics to separate the lovebirds. 

A United Kingdom is a stirring ode to 
love, distinguished by molten on-screen 
chemistry between Oyelowo and Pike. 

Asante elegantly navigates the 
political quagmire, eschewing heavy- 
handed sermonizing about the controver¬ 
sial inter-racial romance, including 
powerful scenes of Ruth attempting to win 
over the sharp-tongued women of 
Bechuanaland. 

Archive photographs over the end 
credits hammer home the couple's 
remarkable sacrifices and their enduring 
legacy in Botswana, and far beyond. 


ALLIED (15) 

★★★★★ 


WITH an opening sequence set 
in 1942 French Morocco, Robert 
Zemeckis' old-fashioned 
espionage thriller doffs its 
fedora to a bygone era of 
sweeping romances. 

Brad Pitt and Marion 
Cotillard are an exceedingly 
attractive pairing, however, they 
don’t come close to melting any 
celluloid and the script fails to 
make explicit the consequences 
of failure. 


The characters are gambling 
not just with their own lives, but 
also with the future of 
European nations, and 
not once do we 
experience a palpable 
sense of jeopardy or 
tension. 

Wing commander 
Max Vatan (Pitt), a 
Canadian intelligence 
officer posted to 
London during the 
Second World War, 
parachutes behind enemy lines 
to assassinate a German 



ambassador. He joins forces 
with glamorous French 
Resistance fighter Marianne 
Beausejour (Cotillard), 
who is already 
embedded in 
Casablanca and will 
pose as his wife. 

Sparks fly as the 
faux romance kindles 
deep desire, pulling 
the wool over the eyes 
of Commandant 
Hobar (August Diehl) 
and other Nazi officials. 

The couple reunite in 


London, where they marry, 
raise a child and entertain 
friends and family. As the Allied 
war effort gathers pace, Max is 
given damning evidence that 
Marianne is a spy working for 
the Germans. If her guilt is 
proven, Max must execute his 
wife. 

Action sequences are 
surprisingly gruesome and 
blood-thirsty, but fail to 
quicken the pulse. Elegance 
bullies excitement into weary 
submission well before the two 
hours are up. 



BAD SANTA 2 (15)

GIVEN the amount of saccharine tosh we're 
subjected to each and every winter, it's perhaps no 
surprise that, much like an over-excited kid on 
Christmas Day, we embraced Bad Santa with open 
arms when it was released back in 2003. 

Billy Bob Thornton's portrayal of Willie Soke, a 
sweary, dirty, drunk conman who disguises 
himself as Santa, so he and his 'elf' partner, 

Marcus, can use the season of goodwill to line 
their own pockets, earned him a Golden Globe 
nomination. 

The quirky, dark comedy also went on to earn 
over 76 million dollars at the box office and a place 
in seasonal rundowns of 'best ever' festive films. 

Now, 13 years on, Bad Santa's coming to town 
once again. 

When we saw him last, Willie looked like he 
might've found his happy-ever-after with Sue, a 
woman with a Father Christmas fetish, but when 
the film opens, Sue’s long gone and Willie's set to 
do himself in. 

First by shoving his head in the oven, until he 
realises it's electric, and then via a cord, until Thur¬ 
man Merman (Brett Kelly reprising his role) 
arrives at his place with a bundle of cash. 

Willie soon meets up with his former mucker 
Marcus (Tony Cox). 

Despite Marcus' attempt to kill Willie and run off 
with the money at the end of Bad Santa, he has a 
proposition for him - stealing from a Chicago 
charity on Christmas Eve. 

Despite his doubts, Willie decides to go along 
with it, but on arrival in the Windy City, he's met 
with the unwelcome sight of his mum, Sunny 
(Kathy Bates), who he greets by slapping around 
the face. 

A sequel has to be bigger and bolder than its 
original otherwise why bother, but in this instance, 
it simply means more filth. 

Mostly you'll cringe. If you're looking for a 
strong antidote to Christmas schmaltz, you won't 
be disappointed, but there's a chance you’ll leave 
the cinema feeling like you’ve downed a dodgy 
eggnog - with a strong desire to wash away the 
taste.

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have a good addiction.” 

Widely regarded as the most 
naturally talented snooker player of 
all time, he explains: "A lot of the 
things I do are solitary, like snooker 
and running and now writing. It 
suits my personality.” 

He's no longer grabbing 
unwelcome headlines - in 1996 he 
was found guilty of assaulting an 
official and two years later was 
disqualified from a tournament in 
Ireland when traces of cannabis 
were found in his system - but 
seems to have mellowed thanks to 
a settled life with his fiancee, 
actress Laila Rouass. 

They live together in Chigwell, 
Essex, with her nine-year-old 
daughter Inez, to whom he is 
stepfather. 

"She's energetic, very bright and 
loves having fun - a bit like her 
mum, really,” he smiles. 

He also sees his children Ronnie 
Jr and Lily, from ex partner, Jo 
Langley, and has hopes of getting 
closer to his eldest daughter, 

Taylor-Ann, 20, from a previous 
relationship. 

"She contacted me and we 
started chatting and I thought, 

'cool! Now we are going to meet up 
soon. The last time I saw her was 
four or five years ago, and before 
that it would have been 10 years.” 
He and ex-Footballers' Wives 
and Holby City actress Laila have 
been engaged for three years. 

She recently said: "I'm so 
proud of him and think he's very 
capable of handling his depres¬ 
sion these days. He's been strong 
enough to seek help, brave enough 
to talk about the problem, and is so 
positive and upbeat about life." 
The couple prefer a quiet life 
away from the spotlight. 

"She can't stand red carpet 
events and nor can I. We like to 
keep a low profile. She likes to 
be at home or to go to the 
theatre in London.” 


H E'S HAD his share of 
torment, battled with 
alcohol, drugs and 
depression and endured 
years without his father, 
who served a life sentence for 
murder, yet there's something 
gentle and disarmingly honest 
about snooker ace Ronnie 
O'Sullivan. 

After writing about his turbulent 
times, the booze, drugs and spells 
in rehab in his autobiographies, the 
five-times world snooker 
champion, nicknamed The Rocket 
because of the speed with which he 
pots the balls, is now revealing 
more of his own life, this time 
through his first novel, Framed. 

It's a gritty thriller set in 1990s 
gangland London, in which the 
hero, young snooker club owner 
Frankie James, enters a sordid 
world of ruthless mobsters and 
twisted killers, to find out who 
framed his brother for murder. 

"Frankie is basically me, having 
to do things out of loyalty for his 
father and brother. He doesn't want 
to be in that world, but he hasn't 
really got a choice,” reveals Ronnie. 

"I spent a lot of time going back 
to haunts in Soho where I grew up. 

I wanted Frankie to come across 
stuff in the novel that I couldn't 
put in the autobiographies.." 

In the book, Frankie has a 
father in prison, something 
which Ronnie was able to 
draw on from his own 
experiences. When he was 
16, his father Ronnie Snr 
- who became a millionaire 
from running sex shops in 
Soho - was jailed for life for 
the murder of Bruce Bryan, a 
driver to the gangster Charlie 
Kray, in a nightclub in Chelsea. 

He served 18 years before 
being released in 2010. 

Ronnie's Sicilian mother 
Maria also spent time in jail for 
tax evasion, leaving him to look 


after his little sister Danielle. 

His father's imprisonment had a 
'massive' effect on his life. 

"I like to think if he'd been out, I 
would never have done drink or 
drugs, I'd probably have won world 
titles a lot earlier, probably not had 
the ups and downs that I've had. 

"When he went away, I lost my 
way a bit, got involved with the 
wrong crowd and was quite easily 
led. I didn't know what to do apart 
from block my mind from it 
through drinking, which is what 
Frankie has done in the book.” 

After years of depression and 
spells in addiction clinics, Ronnie 
tries to follow more positive 
pursuits. These days he has an 
occasional drink every three or four 
months. And currently runs around 
25 miles a week. "That keeps me on 
the straight and narrow," he says. 
"My addiction now is running, 
training and keeping fit. If I've got 
an addictive nature, I might as well 


Ronnie turned 40 last year, but 
didn't want a big party, he reveals. 

"I never celebrate my birthdays, I 
hate them, want to get them over 
and done with. I don't like people 
making a fuss. I'm quite shy and 
like to slip under the radar." 

But he did turn out to receive his 
OBE from Prince Charles earlier 
this year at Buckingham Palace. 

"What a fantastic day that was! 
Charles presented it. I was looking 
at him a bit star-struck, it was a 
surreal moment.” 

Family loyalty has been a major 
force in his entire life, he agrees, 
and while his novel is set in a 
violent criminal underworld, it also 
emphasises the loyalty involved 
within close-knit families, no 
matter what. 

"My father was big on that. If you 
were his friend, he'd back you to 
the hilt and I grew up around that 
kind of culture. It's OK to be loyal, 
but sometimes you can be loyal to 
the wrong people and that's what 
got my dad into trouble. 

"I've tried to learn from that and 
be a bit more loyal to the right 
people.” 

It felt strange when his father was 
released from prison, he observes. 

"I'd been used to seeing him on a 
visit once a month and phone calls. 
All of a sudden, I felt the responsi¬ 
bility was on me again to make sure 
that he was all right. It was difficult 
for him, but absolutely put more 
pressure on me.” 

Today, the O'Sullivan family 
remains close. He's hoping his 
debut novel will lead to further 
books and possibly even a TV 
adaptation. 

And could he be snooker world 
champion again? 

"The honest answer is probably 
no, but I wouldn't count it out,” he 
says.

MISS JANE by Brad Watson,

WHEN Jane Chisolm was 
born on a farm in rural 
America, her doctor told 
her she was a 'normal 
girl' - but for a genital 
birth defect, that made 
her incontinent and 
unable to have sex. 

Childhood was never going to be 
easy, but, thanks to her determined 
and curious nature, and the help of 
the kind doctor who took Jane 
under his wing, she survived. 

This book tells the story of her 
early life and the obstacles she 
faced - an attempt to attend school, 
the impact of the Great Depression 
on her father's farm, his 
deteriorating mental health and her 
first romantic relationship. 

Brad Watson drew on the story of 
his own great-aunt to write the 
novel, which invokes a deep sense 
of empathy with Jane, who's a truly 
loveable character. It's a beautiful 
portrait of a young girl trying to 
navigate a difficult life, and an 
honest story, that will bring you to 
tears more than once.

A BOOK so richly 
engaging, you'll want to 
savour it. Kate has been 
left a house in Oxford, 

Oliver has quit his job 
and, with time on his 
hands, offers to oversee 
the renovation of what 
he remembers from a 
boyhood glimpse of

wallpaper as 'the house of birds'. 

He discovers a diary within the 
carefully cut out pages of an old 
book, and so we meet Sophia, the 
narrator of this story within a story, 
who once lived in the house. 

She relates her life - barred from 
the Bodleian Library without a man 
to introduce her, meeting a young 
academic called Christopher, who 
gives her access to the vast cavern 
of books and in whom she finds 
comfort (and escape) from her 
war-scarred husband George. 

As Oliver discovers more of 
Sophia's writing, he's drawn into an 
ancient dispute over the house. 

Not without some contrivances of 
plot, but when McCarthy is writing 
as Sophia, there's nothing you'd 
rather be reading.

between a ping and a boing, somewhere 
around my temple. 

I am not a trained medic, but even I 
knew that sounded like bad news.

"Don't you have a spare pair?" they 
asked.

A TRIAL of AA Connect' 

technology in 10,000 cars 
has found that almost one 
in five (1 7 per cent) developed 
problems that were identified 
before they led to a roadside 
breakdown, enabling the AA 
to repair the fault by helping to 
prevent an issue at the roadside. 

This is in addition to identifying 
battery issues that could lead to a 
car not starting on a cold morning. 
After tyres, batteries represent 
16 per cent of the AA's typical 
breakdown workload. 

The AA is half way through 
its study, which involves 
understanding how connected car 
technology can improves people's 
driving experience by helping to 
prevent a roadside breakdown. 



Alan Ferguson, head of AA 
Connected Car, says he is greatly 
encouraged by the way the system 
detects problems at an early stage. 


"Although there is work still to do, 
we have been able to pinpoint 
potentially serious faults on some 
cars." 

Each car is equipped with a 
small device plugged in to its 
diagnostic socket. This monitors a 
range of data generated by the car, 
such as battery condition, electrics, 
engine management and other 
systems, identifying problems 
before they trigger a warning light 
or result in a failure. 

Explains Ferguson: "The data is 
sent real-time back to the AA as 
well as to the user via a supporting 
easy-to-use smartphone App. 
Although nearly nine in ten (85 per 
cent) users check the app daily, we 
also alert drivers by text if we pick 
up a potential issue." 


AA Connect also tracks the 
vehicle's whereabouts, visualising 
driving behaviours such as speed, 
cornering, braking, acceleration 
and use of revs. This produces 
a scored online report, coupled 
with driving advice for the user. 

In addition, it highlights journey 
times, mileage and a map trail. 
The data has the potential to 
help members reduce their car 
insurance premiums if they can 
demonstrate a lower risk profile. 

More than half (54 per cent) of 
those taking part in the trial said 
that the technology had enhanced 
their driving experience while 
49 per cent said that they better 
understood their vehicle. 

The AA is looking to provide a 
Connected Car service in 2017.

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Perry has no complaints after defeat to Stevens at UK Championship 

Snooker 

JOE Perry held up his hands and admitted 
the better man won, after he crashed out of 
the Betway UK Snooker Championship in 
the third round. 

The 42-year-old world No 9 went out to 
lower ranked Welshman Matthew Stevens 
6-2 in York. 

The Chatteris player opened up with a 
stunning 136 break, but after going 2-1 
ahead could only sit and watch as the 2003 
UK champion clicked up a gear to take the 
next five frames on the spin. 

"He played better than me to be honest," 
said Perry. "That was probably as good 
as I've felt in the entire tournament and I 
played a bit better today than I have been. 

"But from 2-1, I don't think I potted a 
ball until I was 4-2 down and that was 
down to Matthew's good play. 

"He knocked a lot of good long reds in 
and scored off them, but it wasn't like I 
missed much today. 

"The balls were a little bit cruel at the 
end when he got away with a couple, but 
he was the right winner as he played better 
than me in the middle part of the match, 
and I didn't really respond." 

Perry now heads to Barnsley for next 
week's German Masters qualifying before 
the Scottish Open in mid-December, but 
insists he will not be dwelling on this loss. 

He added: "I felt good today and had I 
got more chances I think I'd have played 
some good stuff, but credit to Matthew 
as from 2-1 down he completely shut me 
out. It can go like that sometimes as the 
standard is high. 

"If I'm going to be really critical maybe 
my safety could have been a bit tighter, but 
he still had to get those long shots in."
